fiscal year 1941, representing a Te- 
duction of $11,789,942 _ from the 
budget estimate and $19,118,170 
less than the allotment in 1940. 

Cut of $23,887,660 from the 1940 
figures were suggested for the Fed- 
eral Security Agency, of which Paul 
V. McNutt is administrator; $346,- 
600 for the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board, and $12,030 for the 
National Mediation Board, In- 
creases recommended were $3,331,- 
520 for the Department of Labor, 
$84,600 for the Employes Compensa- 
tion Commission and $1;723,000 for 
the Railfoad Retirement Board.

STOCKHOLM, March 21 (AP).— 
A report that Soviet Russia had 
made new territorial demands on 
Finland in connection with the final 
delineation of the frontier was pub- 
lished here today without official 
confirmation. 

Official circles in Helsinki dis- 


claimed all knowledge of any ad- 
ditional demands. Responsible quar- 


ters here expressed belief that 


while some minor controversies 
might have arisen they would in 


no way involve extensive conces- 


gions for the Finns. 


The Stockholm newspaper Tid- 


ningen, however, in a dispatch with 
a Moscow dateline, said the Finns 
had been compelled to accept sev- 
eral alterations in the boundaries 
as originally delineated by their 
peace treaty with Russia. 

“It is reported,” the dispatch said, 
“that the Finns have been surprised 
anew by further Soviet demands in 
regard to territorial limits which 
would penetrate Finland farther 
than expected.” 

The location of the new limits 
Was not mentioned in the dispatch.

Reds and Finns Exchange Ratifi- 


cations of Peace Treaty. 


MOSCOW, March 21 (AP).—Rus- 
sian Foreign Commissar Vyaches- 
slav Molotov and Finnish Delegates 
J. H. Paasikivi and Vaino Voion- 
maa exchanged at the Kremlin yes- 
terday the instruments of ratifica- 
tion of the peace treaty between 
the Soviet Union and the Finnish 
Republic, it was announced last 
night by Tass, offcial Russian news 
agency. 


Finnish Premier Likely to Remain 
After Reorganization. 


HELSINKI, March 21 (AP). — 
The newspaper Uusi Suomi said to- 
day that Finland’s coalition war 
government, formed by Premier 
Risto Ryti Dec. 1, the day after 
Russia started its invasion, is ex- 
pected to resign immediately after 
the Easter holidays. 

The newspaper said it was likely 
that President Kyosti Kallio would 
ask Ryti to remain as Premier and 
that one or two other Ministers 
were likely to retain their positions. 

Foreign Minister Vaino Tanner 
was not mentioned but informed 
quarters said he also probably 
would be included in the new gov- 
ernment, either in his present po- 
sition or as Finance Minister, the 
post he held before the war. 

Uusi Suomi said Dr. Juho K. 
Paasikivi, Minister without port- 
folio, and R. Von Vieandt, Min- 
ister of Public Works, would retire. 
(It already had been reported that 
they had offered their resigna- 
tions.) 

Meanwhile, the removal of Finns 
from the Karelian Isthmus, ceded 
to Russia in the peace treaty of 
Moscow, virtually has been com- 
pleted. The chief of the border 
police at the village of Virojoki, 
north of Virolahti, said not a 
civilian remained in territory east 
of Viipuri Bay. 

A trip along the western end of 


the ceded area, to a point within 


35 miles of Viipuri, disclosed al- 
most no refugees. Piles of furni- 
ture, grain and other goods had 
been abandoned along the road. 

The National Property Owners’ 
League said 40,000 farms had been 
abandoned in the isthmus. 

American volunteers in Finland 
will remain indefinitely, it was 
disclosed by the Finland Associa- 
tion, which appealed for continued 
contributions of supplies for the 
American unit.

War Is Disclosed

Isthmus Leader Ousted in Dispute With 
Mannerheim—Northern Chief Out in 


Over Swedes.

STOCKHOLM, March 20.—Signi- 
ficant changes in the high com- 
mand of the Finnish defense forces 


preceded the Finnish Government’s 
decision to send a delegation to 
Moscow to sign the best possible 
terms of peace. 
| Lieutenant-General H. V. Oester- 
man was relieved of his command 
as chief of the army of the Kare- 
lian Isthmus, Lieutenant-General 
K. L. Oesth was transferred from 
his post as chief of the general 
staff. Major-General Mariti Wal- 
lenius, who had commanded the 
army of the north, in the Salla and 
Pstsamo sector, was seen around 
Helsinki with nothing apparently, 
to do, 

Reported Events. 
This appears to be the story: 
Oesterman was removed from the 
isthmus because of a disagreement 
with Field Marshal Baron Carl 
Gustav Mannerheim. In Oester- 
man’s opinion, the fortified line, or 
what was ‘eft of it after Summa 
had fallen, could not be held. He 
recommended a limited withdrawal 
and the organization outside the 
isthmus of a highly efficient type 
of guerrilla warfare. In other 
words, the war was to be fought 
everywhere as it was being fought 
north of Lake Ladoga. 
Mannerheim said “no.” The 
Mannerheim line could be manned, 
he argued, or at least it should be 
manned as long as there were 
troops available. The Red army 
could not keep up the offensive. 
Their system of supply and com- 
munications would crack. 
Anyway, Oesterman went out, the 
man who until the middle of No- 
vember, when Mannerheim was 
called from retirement, had been 


commander-in-chief of the army. 
His command was taken over by 
Major-General Heinrichs, who had 
commanded a part of the isthmus 
under Oesterman. 

Oesth left the general staff about 
the same time. It was said he 
was tiring under the strain. His 
place was given to Col. Airo, then 
promoted to the rank of Major- 
General, a competent staff officer 
who had always argued that the 
war would be won or lost on the 
isthmus. 

Dispute Over Swedes. 

Wallenius, popular with the news- 
paper men because he was cordial- 
ly helpful, went out for another 
reason. His command was taken 
away when Major-General Ernst 
Linder, leader of the Swedish vol- 
unteers, insisted he should have 
supreme command of his own men. 
So Wallenius, expert in Northern 
warfare, and a little fearful that 
the volunteers would not be able 
to do the job, was sent to the 
south. 

His friends say the transfer broke 
his heart, for he loved Lapland 
and knew every inch of the ground. 
He wasfsent to the isthmus and a 
new sector was created for him 
to command. He was to guard the 
coast west of Viipuri from the Rus- 
sian attacks across the ice. The

more harbor today. 

The Panamanian, here to take on 
cargo, shipped great quantities of 
water in an unexplained manner 
last night while lying at its pier.

There were reports the vessel 
took on water through side ports 
while pumping oil, but agents here 
refused to confirm or deny this or 
to comment on possible sabotage.

The vessel is 395 feet long and 
has*950,000 cubic feet of space in 
the hold. 

Flooding of the engine room 
blocked plans to move the ship to 
a deeper anchorage. 

The Panamanian fired the first 
American shot in the World. War— 
a charge that sent a German U-boat 
to the bottom. It was called the 
Mongolia then and as a troopship 
it carried more than 25,000 Amer- 
ican soldiers from Hoboken to 
France. As the President Fillmore 
of the defunct Dollar line it was 
famous for round-the-world cruises. 

Bernstein officers in New York 
said damage was slight and they 
planned to sail it on March 25 for 
Liverpool and Dublin. 

Bernstein, a German World War 
veteran, once controlled two ship 
lines with 80,000 tons of shipping. 
In 1937, he was found guilty of vio- 
lating the stringent Nazi exchange 
laws and was fined $400,000 and 
sent to jail for 30 months. ‘ 

He fled from Germany after his 
imprisonment and came to New 
York to start life anew at 51 years 
of age. In three months, he had 
set up his own firm with four 
chartered ships.

“They were the speeches of an 
alien propagandist and not of a 
loyal American representative.” 

If Cromwell was not recalled at 
once, Tinkham said, “Congress 
should seriously consider his im- 
peachment.”

Adjutant-General Milton A. Reck- 
ord of Maryland testified that the 
accounting office had been set up 
as a final authority so that not 
even intercession by the War De- 
partment could prevent the forcing 
out of disbursing officers when 
mere technical irregularities were 
found in their accounts.

erty of the one from whom the 
money is to be extorted.” 

At the conclusion of this part of 
Miller’s argument, Judge Rowe 
said he would take judicial notice, 
as requested, of the extortion 
statute and the indictment of Nick 
and Brady. 

“Burlesque in Rat Alley.” 

Miller then referred to Fitzpat- 
rick’s cartoon on March 6, “Bur- 
lesque iN Rat Alley.” 

“I call Your Honor’s attention to 
parts of it,” Miller said. “ ‘Rat 
Alley’ here is pictured as a narrow, 
crooked street, On this street you 
can see broken wagons and ash 
cans, There is a manhole partly 
open. A voice emanates from the 
manhole and about it are snow or 
dust showing footprints. In the 
center there is a marquee or canopy 
over the entrance of a show house. 

“There is a sign such as is used 
by shows, “Ten Grand Gone With 
the Wind.’ There is a waiting line 
of men, one of whom asks, ‘Who 
does the strip tease?’ Then there 
is the answer, ‘Nick does the strip 
and Putty Nose does the tease.’ 

“This indicates conversation be- 
tween the customers. “Ten grand,’ 
in the argot of the alley, means 
$10,000. 

“From one of the windows issues 
the words, ‘Ain’t severance wonder- 
ful?’ Others say, ‘It’s all done with 
mirrors, pal, with big bills and no 
evidence.’ 

“Another voice from a window 
still higher says, ‘Ladies and gen- 
tlemen, this performance opens 
with the blessings of the law and 
the courts.’ 

“Only One Construction.” 


“There can be only one construc- 
tion—a plain assault on this "Court. 
That was the purpose of the car- 
toon, 

“What is the purpose of a car- 
toon? To get a grin out of the read- 
ers. The only thing about this car- 
toon—it is contemptuous of this 
Court. ut 

“A person who would read the 
news about his time, read the edi- 
torial and look at the cartoon, 
would see this is an attempt to hold 
the Court up to public scorn, giv- 
ing the blessing of the Court and 
law to a burlesque house in ‘Rat 
Alley’.” 

Reference to Editorials. 

“Now,” said Circuit Attorney 
Miller, “there are two editorials 
here and there is one .cartoon. 
There is reference made i> the re- 
turn to three editorials, but for the 
purpose of my statement I will con- 
sider two of those as one, because 
one is a later and one is a shorter 
version of the same editorial and 
the same date, so to avoid any con- 
fusion I make that explanation 


now, so when I speak of the first 


editorial, I mean both versions of 
it in what I have to say. 

“Now, I think it would be per- 
haps more logical to approach this 
matter not from the unit basis of 
the editorials first, but upon the 
grounds of contempt, and consider 
both the editorials and the cartoon 
first with reference to the first 
ground of contempt, and then re- 
new jit with reference to the sec- 
ond ground of contempt, that is, 
the Nick-Weston case. The two 
grounds are separate and distinct. 
The law is well settled that a con- 
tempt of court under this first 
ground by defaming and degrading 
the court, or attempting to do so, 
does not depend upon whether the 
partieular matter in court is pend- 
ing or is closed, whether it is-a set- 
tled case or an open case.” 

The Court: “Or, whether there 
Was any case at all.” 

“Yes,” said Miller, “that is cor- 
rect. But, as to the second ground, 
it must be with reference to a 
pending case, because the essential 
of it is interfering in some way 
with the proper trial or prosecution 
of that case, administration of jus- 
tice.in the particular case, so that 
for that reason I have to consider 
these sections separately upon the 
two grounds. 

The Second Editorial. 

“IT will say now that the first 
editorial does not apparently have 
any connection with the second 
ground. The editorial- entitled 
‘Burlesque on Justice’ only  in- 
ferentially, not directly, appears to 
violate the second ground as to the 
nature of the contempt. It is the 
second editorial and cartoon that 
must be considered in that connec- 
tion. 

“The first editorial of March 5 
is a whole page long, and your 
honor can see it was the leading 
editorial of that particular editorial 
page, and it is headed ‘A Burlesque 
on Justice’ and starts off with 
what papears to be a facsimile or 
set-up of-the cast of characters in 
the show as you would see on an 
ordinary playbill in a playhouse. 
In capital letters, the title on the 
lead, ‘The Amazing Case of Putty 
Nose, a legal skit of one very short 
act presented under the auspices 
of the State of Missouri in associa- 
tion with the people of St. Louis in| 


Circuit Court, Criminal. Division, 
with the following cast’ 
“Now follow the cast of charac- 
ters of the short legal skit: ‘Putty 
Nose, State Representative Edward 
M. Brady; Putty Nose’s first law- 
yer, M. Bass; Putty 
Nose’s second lawyer, Paul Dillon; 
Circuit Atterney Franklin. Miller; 
Assistant Circuit Attorney Robert 
Y¥. Woodward; His Honor the 
Judge, Thomas J. Rowe Jr., and 
noise off stage, John P. Nick.” — 


From the Editorial. 


“That is the set-up, Continuing, 
the editorial goes on, ‘A truly. un- 
convincing performance was given 
in the court of Circuit Judge Thom- 
as J. Rowe Jr. yesterday in the 
latest fiasco in the John P, Nick- 
Putty Nose Brady $10,000 extrava- 
ganza. Presumably it was a seri- 
ous presentation, but those hearty 
spectators who gathered in the 
hope that drama of some propor- 
tion would unfold, saw what fell 
little short of a burlesque on jus- 
tice.’ 

“So the editorial proceeds in line 
with the, quoting and in line with 
the cast of characters to give an 
account of an unconvincing per- 
formance in a burlesque show given 
in Your Honor’s courtroom, and 
complains that the hearty specta- 
tors who gathered were disappoint- 
ed because no drama took place. 

“The test there is not whether 
justice was done or attempted to 
be done, but whether spectators in 
a courtroom had a good show. 

“The next paragrpah, ‘Notwith- 
standing the expectation of a live- 
ly play and a notable cast of char- 
acters, there was nothing to hold 
the witness’s interest, there was 
little action, and the performance 
was brought to an untimely end by 
a behind-the-scenes prologue in the 
Judge’s chambers, in which all the 
principals participated. The first 
‘and only act opened before Judge 
Rowe’s bench.’ 

“Rehearsal by Prologue.” 

“The writer characterizes this 
show in court as being preceded by 
a behind-the-scenes prologue in the 
Judge’s chambers. That is a very 
subtle and insidious way of im- 
puting some improper, some illegal, 
some extra-judicial activity on the 
part of the court. It is true it 
falls short of charging corruption 
by the Court; in a so-called re- 
hearsal by prologue’ behind the 
scenes, but it certainly goes a long 
way to besmirch the court in a mai- 
ter in which every court and every 
lawyer knows is a perfectly proper 
proceeding in which both sides in 
the presence of the Court in cham- 
bers attempt to bring about a 
proper conduct of the proceedings 
had before the Court. : 

“Continuing in the same para- 
graph, ‘The jury had not yet been 
selected, although 30 veniremen 
had been called. The Circuit At- 
torney and the counsel for the de- 
fendant announced ready. 

‘With that, the Judge asked the 
Circuit Attorney if he had any fur- 
ther evidence. which would show a 
conspiracy between John P. Nick, 
who did not appear on the stage, 
although a member of the_ cast, 
and Putty Nose.’ I pause for com- 
ment. 

“The court asked the Circuit At- 
torney, according to this language, 
if he had further evidence of a 
conspiracy of John Nick, who did 
not appear on the stage, although 
a part of the cast. Again, refer- 
ring to the cast of characters in 
which Nick is called the ‘ noise 
off stage,’ thereby bringing Mr. 
Nick again down into the. picture, 
although the case on trial was 
that of Mr. Brady. And apparent- 
ly the court asked the Circuit At- 
torney from the bench, and the 
bar, whether there was additional 
evidence of conspiracy between 
Nick and Putty Nose. As if Your 
Honor had sat on'the bench and 
inquired in: jocular manner as in 
a burlesque show about having 
connected Putty Nose with the 
cast. 

“Plainly language to bring the 
court into ridicule and contempt, if 
anyone did understand it as im- 
puting that language to /syour 
‘honor. It -might be said that was 
‘merely an editorial way of describ- 
ing Putty Nose, describing Brady 
as Putty Nose, since he had al- 
ready called him Putty Nose at the 
top of the page. 
and inexcusable method of charac- 
terizing a defendant in court pro- 
ceedings in court where he was 
upon trial, as being) the subject of 
that sort of a description by the 
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idence submitted by the Circuit At- 
torney in the Nick trial,. the: force 
of which was cut off when Judge 
Rowe ordered a verdict of acquittal 
in. January,” The Circuit Attorney 
said that he would present some 
additional evidence which he could 
not present in the Nick case as 
Putty Nose and Nick ‘were not 
billed together in the earlier trials.’

“But the Circuit Attorney indi- 
cated that he thought the evidence 
on the two essent elements. of 
conspiracy and t t was suf- 
ficient for his case, At any rate, 
he said he was ready to try Putty 
Nose on the evidence he had.’ 


Number of Nick Trials, 


“Now, pausing here. The lan- 
guage just quoted mentions ‘the 
Nick trials, the fourth of which 
was cut off.’ Now, there were no 
four trials of Mr. Nick. There were 
four attempts to try him. There 
were two trials in the common 
acceptance of the word, and the 
facts in them are pleaded in the 
return as to what happened ° to 
those other trials or attempts to 
try him. 

“They bave not stated that eith- 
er of ‘those trials, or attempts to 
try him, were.before Your Honor’s 
predecessor in. this division, Judge 
Aronson. Only the last ‘One came 
up before Your Honor. Now, the 
way this language is framed, not 
a word is stated about the state 
of those four trials or attempts 
to try. him;. Now, as the return 
says the State's,attempt to try Mr. 
Nick was cut short when the’ State 
had practically completed. its case. 
That was a trial, and it- was cut 
short because it was-found that 
there one of the jurors had-had 
a talk with one of the State’s wit- 
nesses, and the State brought that 
to Judge Aronson’s attention and 
the Judge properly upon hearing 
and making an investjgation decid- 
ed the case should not go on with 
the jury and discharged the panel.

It was found 
after the jury was impaneled and 
sworn, but before any evidence was 
taken, that one of the jurors had 
withheld in his voir dire examina- 
tion certain facts he should have 
disclosed, namely, he had an ac- 
quaintance with some members of 
the Nick family without bringing it 
to the Circuit Attorney’s attention. 
That was presented to Judge Aron- 
son, and it was decided by Judge 
Aronson that he should discharge 
that panel, and continue the case, 
which was done. And that juror 
was discharged for contempt. of 
court for his failure to make prop- 
er disclosure, and he was sentenced 
for three days for it. That was 
the so-called second trial.” 

“’€ase of the Third Trial. 

. As*to the third trial, Miller said

Circuit Attorney Miller then dis-

Intervention Denied. 


Judge Rowe’s first action was to 
deny applications of the Missouri 


Press Asociation and the St. Louis| 


Newspaper Guild to intervene in 
behalf of the Post-Dispatch and 
the cited staff members. Jesse W. 
Barrett presented the application of 
the press organization, comprising 
305 Missouri newspapers; Victor 
Harris filed the application of the 
Guild, CIO union of newspaper em- 
ployes. 

To Barrett, the Judge said:

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Reynaud ‘Tough Little Mounts 
Who Put France’s Economy in 


New Premier Energetic, Realistic With Head 
for Business, Has Carried Out Hard- 
Boiled Program for Defense. |

NEW YORK, March 21.—Paul 
Reynaud, new Premier of France, 
who formed today a new Govern- 
ment to replace the Cabinet of 
Premier Eduard Daladier, is re 
garded by his colleagues as one 
of the most energetic and realistic 
men in French public life. He has 
been described as “a tough little 
mountaineer with a hard head for 
business.” 

It was he who planned and car- 
ried out France’s hard-boiled pro- 
gram of financial and economic re- 
form of the last two years and 
made the French people like it. 
These measures were undertaken 
primarily to bolster the national de- 
fense. More than any other fac- 
tor, they made France strong again 
by repairing the industrial and fi- 
nancial weakness and demoraliza- 
tion which were the heritage of 
seven years of intermittent’ crisis 
and fumbling neglect under the 
rule of politicians, “appeasers” and 
the luckless popular front. 
Daladier has leaned heavily on 
Reynaud’s advice since the forma- 
tion of his cabinet in the spring of 
1938—so much so, in fact, that 
many French business men. have 
referred to the national adminis- 
tration as “the Daladier-Reynaud 
combine.” Rated a moderate con- 
servative, Reynaud is probably 
more trusted by the mass of 
Frenchmen than any other leader 
identified with the Rightest groups. 
He is a neat, trim, alert little 
man, five feet five inches tall, born 
61 years ago in the Alpine village 
of Barcelonette. An enthusiastic 
traveler, he has been around the 
world three times, speaks English 
and Spanish fluently, and particu- 
larly enjoyed his visits to the 
United States and England. 
Favored Paying War Debt to U. S. 
He has taken the unpopular side 
of public questions often enough to 
wreck two or three ordinary poli- 
tical careers. Although known as 
a sound-money man, he called for 
devaluation of the franc in 1931, 
five years before the Blum gov- 
ernment finally recognized the need

As a young man Reynaud. stud- 
ied law and made a brilliant rec- 
ord as an advocate. He served 
with distinction in the World War, 
then entered politics as a provincial 
deputy, later becoming deputy for 
the Paris financial district, which 
he has represented ever since. He 
served as Finance Minister under 
Premier Andre Tardieu in 1930, as 
iMinister of Colonies in two Pierre 
Laval Cabinets, in 1931 and 1932, 
and as Minister of Justice. in the 
Tardieu Cabinet of 1932, . 
Several years of comparative ob- 
scurity followed, but early in 1938 
Reynaud returned to the Ministry 
of Finance and took up the hard 
job of bolstering his country’s 
economy to meet the tremendous 
effort and cost of rearmament. 
That called for sacrifices by 
Frenchmen in all walks of life. 
Labor had to abandon such. hard- 
won advantages as the 40-hour 
work week. Reynaud showed re- 
markable leadership in driving this 
program through, and in recent 
months he has made no secret of 
the fact that the sacrifices so far 
were only part of what his fellow 
citizens must face to win the war. 
More than any other Allied states- 
man, he drilled home the relentless 
message that Germany must not 
be underestimated, that ‘the democ-

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, The proposed smoke elimination 
ordinance was approved unanimous- 
ly by the Board of Directors of the 
Chamber of Commerce at a meet- 
ing at noon today. A special com- 
mittee appointed by the board re- 
cently to co-operate with the Mu- 
nicipal Smoke Elimination Commit- 
tee in drafting an ordinance based 
on the recommendations of the 
smoke committee, reported to the 
board that in its opinion the ordi- 
nance should be enacted.

Alderman Hubert.A. Hoeflinger of 
the Seventeenth Ward, committee 
chairman, announced a public 
hearing on the bill for 2 p. m. next 
Tuesday in the hearing room of the 
Board of Public Service at City 


What Bill Requires. 

In the form of amendments to 
the present smoke ordinance, the 
measure now before the Board of 
Aldermen. would require ultimately 
that only approved smokeless fuels 
could be burned in St. Louis except 
where automatic mechanical fir-/ 
ing devices make possible the burn- 
ing of high-volatile coal without 
smoke. It also would authorize the 
city to purchase and _— distribute 
smokeless fuels in an emergency. 

Encouragement of private indus- 
try to provide at’ reasonable prices, 
adequate supplies of smokeless 
fuels by the processing of Illinois 
Wsoft coal is one of the purposes 
of the ordinance.

were manufactured for the air 
corps. 

The P-38 was one of two spectacu- 
lar new two-motored fighters de-.

the aim of keeping ahead of Euro- 
pean advances. The other was a 
Bell pursuit plane equipped with 
pusher propellers and armed with a 
small cannon.

FOUND IN ST. LOUIS 


WPA Guide Book Editor Turns 
Up Only Known Examples 
of 19th Century Scrolls. 


ENPLOYES TOLD 
70 AVOID POLITICS 


The only known examples of a 
type of panoramic painting, pic- 
tures hundreds of feet long which 
were exhibited widely in the Unit- 
ed States ahd Europe in the middle 
of the last century, have been 
found in St. Louis and presented 
to the Missouri Historical Society. 

The panoramas, some of which 
are said to have been three or four 
miles long, were continuous paint- 
ngs, in oil or crayon, of scenes 
etched by the artist. Mounted on 
rollers, they were unwound scroll- 
fashion to the accompaniment of 
travel lectures. Some made for- 
tunes for their creators and exhibi- 
tors, 

A pair painted by Edward 
Robyn, a St. Louis artist who died 
about 1860, were discovered in the 
possession of one of his descend- 
ants by Charis Van Ravensway 
in researches for the WPA Mis- 
souri guide Pook of which he is 
editor. 

The paintings, each 10 feet high 
and 400 or 500 feet long, entitled 
“An Artist’s Travels in the East- 
ern Hemisphere,” were presented 
to the Historical Society by Mrs. 
J. R. Lobsinger, 5279 Waterman 
avenue, Robyn’s granddaughter. 
The society is planning to mount 
them for exhibition. 


$100,000 TO IMPROVE ROUTES 
PASSING THROUGH E, ST. LOUIS 


Fund Set Aside From City’s Share 
of Fuel Tax to Widen Ninth 
and Tenth Streets. 

The East St. Louis City Council 
passed yesterday a resolution set- 
ting aside $100,000 from the city’s 
share of the 3-cent Illinois motor 
fuel tax funds for expenses of pre- 
liminary engineering and acquir- 
ing right-of-way for widening and- 
modernizing Ninth and Tenth. 
streets. 

The two streets carry traffic 
traveling U. S. Routes 40, 50, 66 and 
67 through East St. Louis. At pres- 
ent, traffic hazards are caused by 
the Southern Railway crossing at 
Tenth and Brady and by a left jog 
motorists must make at Tenth 
street and St. Clair avenue, where 
Tenth street ends. 

Leo J. Dougherty, Commissioner 
of Streets. and Public Improve- 
ments, said the railroad crossing 
would be eliminated by construc- 
tion of a viaduct with State funds. 
Ninth and Tenth streets will be 
made one-way arteries between St. 
Clair and Missouri avenues—a dis- 
tance of six blocks. The city will 
acquire title to all buildings in the 
900 block of St. Clair avenue, raze 
them and construct a parkway to 
facilitate movement of ‘traffic. 
Ninth. street will be widened 10 
feet from St. Clair avenue to the 
Pennsylvania Railroad subway. 

Funds for the major portion of

Tools or weapons of unknown 
antiquity, crudely chipped from 
flint, now pitted and eroded, like 
rusting steel, through hundreds 
and possibly thousands of years, 
have beeen discovered under room- 
size boulders in a Jefferson County 
cave. 


Closer determination of age and 
consequent importance is a prob- 
lem for geologists, a Post-Dispatch 
reporter was told by Robert Mc- 
Cormick Adams, head of an expedi- 
tion making an intensive survey of 
Jefferson County mounds, village 
sites and caves under auspices of 
St. Louis Academy of Science, the 
Missouri Resources Museum and 
the WPA. 


Adams, reporting exploration of 
the shallow cave and also a pre- 
Columbian village site near Festus, 
discussed the find yesterday with 
evident if guarded enthusiasm, The 
cave, a half-moon hollow under an 
overhanging bluff on a branch of 
Joachim Creek north of Festus, 
stretches along the bluff about 350 
feet and gees back into the biuff, at 
the middle, some 40 feet. 

Through this middle section a 
spring empties into the creek and, 
in uncounted seasons past, has 
worn away the older floor of the 


shelter and replaced it with later|' 


detritus, darker, because of its 
greater organic content, than the 
old. 

What the Soil Hid. 


This later soil hid a litter from 
wanderers’ visits down to Civil 
War times—elk bones, .50-caliber 
bullet, and, carved on a boulder at 
the ‘side, a square-shouldered out- 
line suggesting the Thunderbird, 
or an eagle-headed man, profile to 
the left. 

Boulders had preserved shelves 
of the older soil. Beneath them 
the excavators came upon the 
ashes of ancient campfires, and 
then the artifacts of a people who, 
Adams believes, had not yet 
learned to make pottery. 

They were two pieces of flint, 
one three or four inches long, the 
other two or three, unpolished, 
roughly chipped to an edge, as 


though for an ax. In appearance, | « 
to a layman, they are. wholly un- 
impressive. But Adams believes 
that the story he infers from the 
crudeness of the work, the pitting 
of the surface, may be confirmed 
by geological study of the 15-foot 
boulders above them. If these 
boulders fell from the cave roof, 
as he surmises, then erosion has 
long since smoothed out the break. 
Village Site Dug Up. 
Within 10 miles of the cave, a 
500-year-old village site in a Plattin 
Creek valley south of Festus has 
yielded many artifacts, charred re- 
mains of three houses of diverse 
types, charred corn and, Adams be- 
lieves, the first prehistoric thatch 
found in this State. It is a charred 
bundle of grass, with a charred 
section of the twig mat which 
formed its base. 
Fire has been the preservative, 
explained Adams, and wood un- 
touched by flame has rotted away.

showed no more houses but 35 
refuse pits, each of which, he con- 
siders, probably served a vanished 
household. But the pits themselves 
held stores of potsherds, flint tools

It has long been recognized that 
bombing attacks in order to pro- 
duce any real effect must have the 
same quality of continued effort 
which is required for the same rea- 
son of an artillery bombardment. 
The German operations against the 
British coastal positions have in 
general been conducted with very 
small forces and at intermittent 
times and varying places. It was 
quite clear from the beginning, as 
has been repeatedly pointed out in 
these articles, that these proceed- 
ings were experimental in nature 
and not intended of themselves to 

roduce any considerable effect ex- 
ept such as good luck might bring 
them. The same is to be said of 
such attacks as the British have 
heretofore made on German coast- 
a) positions. 

This attack on Sylt is entirely 
different. It was kept up by con- 
tinuous waves of bombers, hour aft- 
er hour, over a period of two dzys.

Possible Change of Policy. 


It is, of course, much too early 
to say whetber this attack heralds 
a change of policy toward the con- 
duct of the war on the part of the 
British Government.

pa Flow, the amount of damage 
effected by which is as yet per- 
haps not fully known. If this at- 
ack on Sylt is indeed a reprisal 
or Scapa Flow, it is quite proba- 
ble that the amount of damage 
there effected is greater than that 
stated in the official British com- 
muniques. 

Weighing all the factors involved, 
however, it seems likely that the 
attacks on Sylt represent at least 
one result of various pressures on 
the British Government for a more 
active conduct of the war. These 
pressures arise in part from pop- 
ular impatience, crystallizing as a 
result of the British debacle but

Controversy in France. 


Differences of view in this mat- 
ter of offensive strategy are, of 
course, not confined to Great Brit- 
ain. A similar controversy has 
been raging in France, although 
there is no definite indication that 
Paris and London are at logger- 
héads over this matter. The res- 
ignation of the French Govern- 
ment resulted from a vote in the 
Chamber of Deputies which . was 
accompanied by a call for accelera- 
tion and extension of the war 
against Germany—a position which 
the Senate had previously indorsed. 
While one cannot say definitely 
that the French have advocated a 
more active policy and have been 
restrained by the British, it would 


‘be quite conceivable to anyone well 


acquainted with the character of 
the French military and naval 
staffs that these would be unlike- 
ly to be permanently contented 
with the policy of inaction. 

Moreover there is probably some- 
thing in the contention of the of- 
ficial German news bureau that the 
attacks on Sylt are intended in 
part to produce an effect on the 
neutral nations; not so much, how- 
ever (as the Germans claim) to 
counteract the Scapa Flow affair 
as to counteract the unfortunate 
impression produced in neutral 
countries by the Allied failure to 
help Finland. Obviously, after con- 
sidering the fate which has befall- 
en the Poles and the Finns, no neu- 
tral Power is going to feel very 
easy in its mind if its safety de- 
pends on Allied guarantees—an un- 
easiness which must certainly be 
accentuated by a do-nothing policy 
on the part of the Allies toward 
Germany, which can only be coun- 
teracted by some very definite and 
preferably successful indications 
that the Allies mean business and 
intend to prosecute the war vig- 
orously. 

Thus, while the characteristics 
of the attacks on Sylt do not as 
above remarked necessarily indi- 
cate the beginning of a change of 
policy, there exist very sound mili- 
tary and political reasons for such 
a change and, coming at such a 
time, these operations assume a 
significance considerably beyond 
their intrinsic importance. Indeed 
Scapa Flow and Sylt may have ini-

OW 250 monks knelt in their 
HY cisuren on the Island of Vala- 

mo, in Lake Ladoga, and 
prayed for the souls of Russian 
aviators as the “angels of hell” 
blasted to pieces most of the 
eighteenth century buildings of the 
famous Valamo monastery has just 
been told by these bearded, aged 


survivors of what was probably 
the last holy place of Czarist 
Russia. 

All members of the monastery 
are now refugees, living in country 
schoolhouses at Kannonkoski, a 
lonely hamlet 300 miles north of 
Helsinki. They range from 65 to 
86 years old and many of them 
had spent all or most of their 
adult lives inside Valamo’s clois- 
ters until Feb. 8. On that day, three 
weeks of repeated Soviet air raids 
had methodically destroyed most 
of the monastery buildings, though 
the Church of the Transfiguration, 
surrounded by bomb holes, still was 
miraculously unharmed. The 
cloisters were blazing ruins as the 
monks’ caravan started across Lake 
Ladoga’s ice. 

Most of the monks will never see 
Valamo again and they now pray 
before the few icons which they 
managed to carry with them into 
exile. Yet, when they described the 
destruction of the monastery they 
loved, not a single monk’s voice 
lost the gentleness which charac- 
terizes all of them. One after an- 
other ended his remarks with the 
simpie phrase “God’s will be done.” 

Father Hariton, abbot of Valamo, 
remains the leader of the band of 
250 in their temporary, almost un- 
furnished homes. During the pe- 
riod of the worst aerial bombard- 
ments he kept notes on the mon- 
astery’s gradual destruction and the 
increasing fury of the raids. Under 
the Moscow treaty the Russians 
have occupied all previous Finnish 
territory around Lake Ladoga and 
so they presumably occupied Val- 
amo last week. 

The first interise air raid oc- 
curred Jan. 19 when Father Hari- 
ton wrote: “We hear the roar. of 
enemy planes which bring death 
and destruction from their Soviet 
paradise to our peaceful Valamo. 
The roar dies away. In the dis- 
tance we hear the explosion of 
bombs. We return to our cells, but 
not for long, before the next 
alarm.” 

Earlier raiders had not attacked 
the monastery, only other parts of 
the island, but considerable damage 
~|to the monastery grounds was done 
on Jan. 6 Then came Sunday, 
Jan. 21, and Father Hariton wrote: 

“During the morning service, 
while the choir is singing ‘Glory to 
God,’ the alarm sounds. Overhead, 
motors roar and machine guns rat- 
tle, as though all the fiends of hell 
are seeking to annihilate every 
living thing. The bursting bombs

and shake and destroy the buildings 


but our service continues. It seems 
as though at any moment the 
church itself will come toppling 
down upon us and we shall be 
buried in fragments of brick and 
stone.

In War Zone 


French Crisis Means 
Showdown in Con- 
flict Over Methods 
of Waging War.

HAT Premier Daladier of 

France should have decided to 

resign, together with his whole 
Cabinet, means that the quarrel be- 
tween two schools of thought in the 
camp of Hitler’s enemies has come 
to a head. 

One school, to which Daladier 
certainly seems to belong, is of the 
opinion that a war is to be won 
on the economic front, not on the 
military front. The other sticks 
to the old idea that, no matter what 
other ingredients a war may have, 
* is composed principally of bat- 

es. 

Not only in France have these 
two schools of thought been quar- 
reling. England also seethes with 
their vitriolic tirades against each 
other. These, some think, may re- 
sult in a crisis similar to that in 
Paris, in view of the fact that Pre- 
mier Chamberlain is considered by 
many of his fellow-Britons to be a 
believer in the war-without-fighting 
theory and hence not the right 
leader in a conflict which, as they 
see it, is only to be won on fields 
of battle. 

Such critics, both in Britain and 
France, chafe at the way the war 
has been conducted so far. To 
them, it-has been no better than a 
‘sitdown strike, consisting of 90 per 
cent sitdown and 10 per cent strike. 

Nor is the camp of the enemies 
of Britain and France free from 
similar bickerings. There are Ger- 
mans, both soldiers and civilians, 
who want war in the manner of 
Frederick the Great and Moltke 
and Napoleon, a war of rough tac- 
tics and pitched battles and swift, 
decisive campaigns.

uRING the last real estate boom, a man of large 

means died, and included in his estate was a real 
estate development company engaged in a large scale 
project in a small southern city.

St. Louis Has Its Charms.

I trust that all your readers read that 
letter, especially those who are always 
finding fault with St. Louis, particularly 
with its climate and dirt, and who seem 
to be blind to its very many good quali- 
ties and charms. :

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THE ROAD IS CLEAR. 
The House Labor Committee, headed by Representa- 
tive Mary Norton, has recommended that the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board be increased from three 
to five members. At the same time, it has rejected 
virtually the entire set of amendments brought in 
by the Smith committee. | 
Mrs. Norton and her associates believe that it is 
not necessary to set up a new board, and in this they 
may be right. It depends on the character of the two 
additional members to be appointed if the committee 
recommendation is accepted. If they should be of 
Dr. Leiserson’s hue, then the present board majority 
would find itself a minority of two. In any event, 
the change would mean an end of the curreut un- 
satisfactory 2-to-1 decisions. A change in the top 
personnel probably would also mean changes down 
the line. 3 
Unquestionably, the House committee was wise in 
rejecting the Smith proposal to alter the definition 
of collective bargaining so that no exchange of pro- 
posals and counter-proposals would be required. Col- 
lective bargaining, if the term is to have any mean- 
ing, certainly must look toward a real agreement. 
Some of the other Smith committee recommenda- 
tions, however, might have been given more consid- 
eration. True, some of them are already incorpo- 
rated in NLRB rules. Others, such as that contem- 
plating a separation of the board’s functions, run 
counter to ordinary concepts of administrative law. 
Whatever its shortcomings, the Norton report is 
welcome. The objective, after all, is the perfection 
of a law that obviously has its weak points. De- 
bate is essential for this, and it is made possible by 
this prompt action—in sharp contrast with the pigeon- 
hole tactics that the committee pursued last year. 
Congress is not bound by its recommendations, It 
may accept them or reject them, or elaborate them, 
as it sees fit. The important thing is that the ques- 
tion of amending the Wagner Act is at last before 
the House. The way is clear for constructive action.

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AN ANSWER TO “INDIGNANT.” 

The recent letter condemning the census questions, 
printed on this page, illustrates perfectly the mis- 
conceptions that have been born out of the parti- 
san attack on-the methods of the coming enumera- 
tion. “Indignant” stated the census taker this year 
will not have “the smiling face of the census man we 
greeted 10 years ago.” That smiling enumerator of 
1930 asked questions very similar to those his 1940 
successor will propound. He asked about birth dates, 
nativity and parents’ birthplace. He asked about 
marital status, children and school attendance. He 
asked about value of home or rental paid. He asked 
about employment status and military service. He 
asked about ability to read and write, and whether or 
not the household owned a radio. In questioning 
farmers, he asked about income. This question has 
now been extended to the general census, but it is 
permissible to write the answer on a card and seal it 
in an envelope, to be sent direct to Washington.

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“DAMPHOOLIA.” 

Nobody with any gumption at all ever believed for 
an instant the preposterous story which Mr. Roosevelt 
has finally repudiated as “utterly false.” 

The story purported to relate a White House con- 
versation between the President and an “old South- 
ern friend,” in which Mr. Roosevelt confided he would 
not be a candidate for a third term, selected Secre- 
tary of State Hull as the man for the place, and elim- 
inated Jim Farley from the picture, even as a vice- 
presidential candidate, on religious grounds. 

That, indeed, is telling it, and no seal of confidence 
yet contrived could have stood the strain, Anyone 
with all this front-page stuff fermenting in him 
would have had to talk or bust. So he talked to 
Ernest K. Lindley, who flew to his typewriter, though 
how a man of Lindley’s newspaper experience and 
reputation could have fallen for it is the season’s 
baffler. 

Goodness knows, Franklin Delano Roosevelt has 
his faults.

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A SHORT, HARMONIOUS SESSION? 
Gov, Stark announces he will call a special ses- 
sion of the Missquri Legislature to appropriate addi- 
tional relief funds.

expenditure, the money on hand will last only until 
July. 

This is not because relief needs have been far 
greater than anticipated, or because extravagant re- 
lief payments have been made. It is because the 
Legislature's appropriation at the last session was 
grossly inadequate. Whereas the Social Security 
Commission had estimated the needs for 1939-40 
at $15,000,000, and Gov. Stark recommended an ap- 
propriation of $9,000,000, the Legislature set aside 
only $6,500,000. It was apparent at the time that this 
sum was not enough, but no amount of persuasion, 
no blue-print portrayal, could move the lawmakers.

The Governor also, and quite 
properly, expresses the hope that the delegations 
from St. Louis and Kansas City, where relief needs 
are greatest, will make their influence felt. 

It is their obvious duty to do so. A mistake was 
made at the last session. It must be remedied. Can 
we not have a short, harmonious special session, de- 
yoted without controversy to the business at hand 
—the most important business possible, since it in- 
volves relief from hunger and privation on the part 
of many of our citizens? 
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THE SLUSH FUND BACKFIRES. 

The long fight of the Municipal League of St. 
Charles for a city-owned power plant, carried on in 
the face of an opposition liberally subsidized by 
the Egan-Boehm-Laun management of the Union 
Blectric Co., appears at last to be nearing success. 

Four of the five-members of the City Council 
are to be elected April 2, and the only four candi- 
dates who have qualified are advocates of a munic- 
ipally owned electric system.

That means exactly what it says. It does not 
mean anthracite at $13.50 a ton. It does not mean 
West Virginia smokeless at $9.25 a ton. It does 
not mean Laclede coke at $9.75 a ton. It does not 
mean Carbonite or Solarite at $7.15. It means 
smokeless fuel at far cheaper prices than these. 

Either Mr. Wood has been grossly misled, in which 
case we refer him to belated study of the Smoke 
Elimination Committee’s report, or he is deliberate- 
ly attempting to mislead the people of St. Louis. 
In the first instance, we trust Mr. Wood gets the 
matter straight in his mind, If the second theory 
is true, his campaign of misrepresentation will be 
dealt with in the most forceful manner possible. 

Many local coal dealers, as well as many Illinois 
coal operators, have seen the handwriting on the 
wall and are eager to co-operate with St. Louis 
in its determined campaign to solve the smoke prob- 
lem.

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THE SOUTHWEST AIRPORT PROPOSAL. 

There can be no denying St. Louis’ eventual need, 
perhaps in only a few years, for another Airport, as 
an auxiliary to Lambert-St. Louis field, It is wise, 
therefore, before the need becomes acute, to consider 
its possible location. The Municipal Airport Com- 
mission has just thrown another idea into the dis- 
cussion with its suggestion of a site in Southwest 
St. Louis, at Hampton and Eichelberger avenues. In 
the important matter of cost, this plan is assuredly 
far preferable to the grandiose Mosenthien island 
proposal, Land and construction cost for the South- 
west air field are estimated at $2,000,000, while the 
figure for a river airport is $25,000,000 plus. There 
is no question as to which would be favored by the 
citizens, who have to vote the bonds. 

Many factors must be considered in selection of an 
airport site, such as adequacy of area, possibility of 
expansion, accessibility, drainage, surface, character 
of soil, meteorological conditions, and so on. Before 
any location is chosen, it is imperative that compe- 
tent authorities study it carefully with these features 
in mind, and the Mayor has named a committee to 
examine the Southwest site for this purpose. | 

It would also be well, at this time, for inquiry to 
be made into the possibility of using and expanding 
Curtiss Field, south of East St, Louis. This is only

OT all their neighbors joined the Joads 
Ns: their trek to California. Even pov- 

erty has its aristocracy, and there were 
some. who had no jalopies. 

Four out of five families edged off the 
South’s land into the slums of the nearest 
city, living as they can between the meager 
jobs to be obtained at planting and harvest 
time. A continuous process adds to their 
ranks, Year by year more farmers become 
tenants and croppers, more tenants and 
croppers find themselves pushed down to the 
bottom status of day laborers. 

The base of the South’s agricultural econ- 
omy grows broader, the mass of the dispos- 
sessed and landless widens, while the num- 
ber of the landowners grows smaller. When 
a multiplying number of have-nots confront 
a dwindling number of haves, the wise take 
warning. We wonder how many members 
of the Senate’s Committee on Agriculture 
will prove to be in that category. 

The plea made to the committee last week 
by the Southern Tenant Farmers’ Union con- 
tained specific proposals for amendments 
to the Soil Conservation Act, successor to 
the AAA. But the issues involved transcend 
mere questions of how farm relief shall be 
administered, 


The ultimate success or failure of the New 
Deal farm program in’the cotton belt de- 
pends upon the answers, and the fate of 
democracy in the South will be determined 
by them. For the dispossessed, the Southern 
Tenant Farmers’ Union wants a start at sub- 
sistence farm homesteads and minimum- 
wage protection. For the tenant croppers 
still hanging on, the union wants safeguards 
against the grasping planter. 

It proposes that Farm Security Adminis- 
tration and Federal Housing Administra- 
tion co-operate in establishing at least one 
subsistence homestead project where with 
Government aid families driven off the land 
May make a new start, 

It wants crop subsidies refused to planters 
who pay less than 25 cents an hour; the 
present wage ranges from 50 cents to $1 a 
day, and the day from 12 to 14 hours. 

For the tenants and croppers it makes 
two requests, both of therm revealing. The 
first is that benefit checks be mailed direct 
to the tenant or cropper instead of to the 
county agent, who is almost always under 
the thumb of the planter. When a planter 
gets a tenant’s check first, the amount 
which goes to the tenant usually depends 
on the planter, and some of the stories told 
by union officials remind the hearers of the 
South that was the scene of “Uncle Tom's 


Cabin.”

The other request is that not more than 
$5000 be paid in crop benefits to any one 
individual or corporation. The union, with 
40,000 members, prides itself on having re- 
covered $100,000 in crop benefits during the 
last two years from greedy planters,  —__ 

The figure is in illuminating contrast with 
the $10,000,000 which our largest “farmer,” 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance Co., last 
year received from the Department of Agri-

production abroad, which cuts into foreign 
markets that once absorbed half our crop. 

Benefit payments have eased distress in 
one way and increased it in another. They 
have supplied the planter with cash, and 
the cash has made possible the purchase of 
machinery. The more machinery, the fewer 
hands he needs. If he has a tenant or crop- 
per, he must share the benefit payments 
with him. It is more profitable to push the 
tenant or cropper off the land, hiring him 
when needed by the day, and keep the ben- 
efit payments. 

Assurance of certain benefits has encour- 
aged landed interests to increase their hold- 
ings—the more -land the more benefit pay- 


ments. 
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The Department of Agriculture prides 
itself on the democratic nature of its regu- 
latory program, on the elaborate schemes 
of local election of control committees, But 
in the South, control committees are con- 
trolled by the planter, and even though 
there are no poll taxes or grandfather clauses 
to make a mockery of these elections, there 
are other ways to keep the small farmer 
and cropper, particularly the Negro, from 
voting. 

Throughout the South, planters dominate 
the farm program in local administration 
as they do the councils of the Democratic 
party and in Congress. . 

The Southern Tenant Farmers’ Union and 
its program, regarded in this perspective, 
is not the dangerously revolutionary force 
the planters think it, but one of the con- 
structive agencies at work in the South to 
erect a bridge between haves and have-nots 
as well as between blacks and whites.

tions were imposed. Goods shipped 
out of the Reich, destined for over- 
seas regions, are intercepted at 
neutral ports by the British. Ves- 
sels of neutral nations headed for 
neutral European harbors are held 
up by British warships and con- 
voyed into British ports, where 
their cargoes are subjected to close 
scruitiny. Even the mail, on Amer- 
ican and other neutral ships, is 
opened and minutely examined by 
British officials desirous of finding 
out whether it contains anything 
that may be of aid and comfort to 
the Germans. 


These measures, in. the opinion 
of those championing them, are 
bound to prove far more efficaci- 
ous, in the long run, that bloody 
battles on the continent of Europe. 
Against them, it bas been hotly 
argued, Germany cannot hope te 
prevail, since her dream of offset- 
ting the British blockade by get- 
ting needed supplies from Russia 
and Southeastern Europe is doomed 
to failure. To all objections against 
this campaign of economic attri 
tion and strangulation those advo- 
cating it stubbornly retort: “It is 
the way to win the war.” 


Another Group Wants Battles. 


But members of the opposing 
school of thought have been get- 
ting more and more disgusted and 
vociferous. The British blockade, 
they scornfully declare, is as full 
of holes as a sieve. In eloquent 
anger they point out that products 
indispensable to Germany for prose- 
cuting the war are trickling across 
her borders from half a dozen di- 
rections. They ridicule the theory 
that the Germans are not getting 
supplies from Russia and the over- 
awed little neutrals of the Balkans. 

Time, they insist, instead of be- 
ing on the side of the democracies 
is on that of the dictatorships—with 
every month that goes by, Russian 
and Rumanian oil and wheat and 
other vital commodities will pour 
into the embattled Reich in steadi- 
ly growing quantities. 

All of which leads them up to 
their grand peroration, which boils 
down to this: Wars are not won by 
theories and words and blockades. 
They are won by action and bullets 
and bombs. Unless armies are 
launched against armies, fleets 
against fleets, Europe’s war will re- 
sult, at best, in a stalemate; at 
worst, it will be a victory for the 
enemy, 

Paris and London (and Berlin) 
have been filled with that sort of 
talk for months. In Paris it has 
already borne fruit. There is a con- 
siderable probability that it will 
soon bear fruit in London. It may 
possibly have interesting results in 
Berlin. 

Meanwhile, those indulging in it 
are making the welkin ring with 
the refrain of their bellicose song 
of battles. “Don’t sit down and 
wait! Stand up and fight!”

League of Nations. The four states 
—Britain, France, Germany and 
Italy—would divide the sones of 
influence in Europe and would in- 
augurate an anti-Bolshevist policy 
with the idea of ‘liberating’ Rus- 
sia, by arms if necessary, from 
Bolshevism.” 

The presence of this item in one 
report and the implication of all 
the items in the other reports in- 
dicate that Hitler is playing two 
games—on the one side he is con- 
ciliating and trying to use Russia, 
and on the other he is prepared 
to make a common front against 
Russia. 

Whether this is really his game 
or whether he has simply been try- 
ing to use Sumner Welles as a 
“stooge” for confusing world opin- 
ion and for making the Allies ap- 
pear as the aggressors and the re- 
jectors of a peace that would at 
least appeal to the conservative and 
capitalistic interests throughout 
the Allied countries and ‘the neu- 
tral world is a matter for specula- 
tion. 

Everyone will recall that at the 
time of Ribbentrop’s visit to the 
Vatican the news was reported that 
Ribbentrop again affirmed the pos- 
sible restoration of the anti-Com- 
intern pact. And it is worthy of 
note that the Brenner conversa- 
tions are treated in Moscow with 
stony silence. 

* 


Now, on top of this report, or 
rather coincident with it, comes the 
assertion from Berlin that Italy 
and Russia will shortly get to- 
gether. The “New Order” in Eu- 
rope is not going to be made— 
according to these latest state- 
ments from Berlin—on the basis of 
anything like the 11 points, but is 
to be made by the three Powers— 
Germany, Italy and Russia—over 
the “complete capitulation” of Brit- 
ain and France. 

In other words, the peace pro- 
posals made to Welles and to the 
Vatican were just so much dust 
thrown in the eyes of the Western 
Allies and the neutrals. 

- a - 

Actually, it would seem, on the 
basis of national interests, that 
there is just one point on which 
Germany, Russia and Italy have a 
common interest, and that is to 
keep the arena of the war out of 
Eastern Europe and the Balkans. 
One may presume that this matter 
was discussed between Hitler and 
Mussolini and that on this they 

agreed. But it does not make their 
interests in this part of the world 
synonymous by any means. 

The dispatches on Monday from 
Berlin indicated that Mussolini was 
prepared to cast in his lot with 
Germany to the whole extent of the 
military alliance. The dispatches 
from,Rome indicate that this mat- 
ter is still entirely open. It is prob- 
able that Hitler asked whether Mus- 


solini would give more active help 
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if a peace offensive mys fail amd 
that Mussolini replied, “N 

haps for that reason the sailed sie 
fensive issues wholly from the Vati- 
can. It is possible that Hitler sug: 
gested a declaration of solidarity 
between Moscow, Rome and Berlin 
and it seems certain that Mussolini 
said “No.” 

Undoubtedly, Mussolini wants the 
war to stop now without anyone 
obtaining a victory, because, except 
in a stalemate, he is sure to be the 
loser. 

If he assists Germany actively 
and Germany wins the war and 
dictates the peace, Haly will enjoy 
the role of being one of the larger 
and technically independent prov- 
inces of Germany. 

If the Allies win the war and dic- 
tate the peace without the co-op- 
eration of Italy, Italy will be the 
prisoner of the British and French 
navies.

The biggest bombs dropped close 
to the church and gouged huge 
craters in the granite bedrock. 
Evidently they were intended for 
the destruction of.the church, but 
the good Lord spared it, together 
with all the monks foregathered 
inside. 

“It is impossible to remain at 
the abbey any longer for some of 
the buildings are still in flames 
and others have been destroyed. 
Tomorrow I shall go to ‘Sortavala 
to ask for the Colonel’s permission 
to evacuate.” 

During the night of Feb. 8, after 
another severe bombardment, the 
monks, with what belongings they 
could carry, were taken in white- 
painted trucks across the ice to 
the Finnish mainland. As they 
rode, they said, they looked back 
and saw the flames from the abbey 
buildings leaping against the night 
sky. Gold and silver church orna- 
ments and many ancient manu- 
scripts and icons had been rescued 
from the monastery library and 
other buildings and secreted in a 
vault underneath the church, al- 
though about one-third of these 
treasures were destroyed in the 
fires, Of the surviving treasures 
the monks were able to carry with 
them only a small part, due to the 
limited transportation facilities and 
the haste with which they were re- 
quired to leave the island. 

When they left, the church was 
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colored tissue paper. pennants dan- 
| gling long strings which 
crossed the ceiling.

A German Evening. ‘ 

The long tables were without 
cloths, and at each were about 
eight chairs, We sat down at one 
with several other men and ordered 
beer. The others all kept their 
working man’s caps on as they 
drank, One wads already . drunk. 
He looked at my clothes which 
were of wool and asked loudly if I 
were a new spy. The German who 
was with me grinned at him and I 
grinned at him. The German told 
him I was not a spy, but an Ameri- 
can who had come here for a real 
German evening. 

The drunken man said that, well, 
if I was only an American spy, he 
didn’t mind so much, -but he really 
didn’t like any kind of spy. But if 
I was a spy he wanted me to know 
he was a big party man, very loyal, 
and here he gave a mock Nazi sa- 
lute and then a raspberry with his 
pursed lips. 

He was very drunk and all dur- 
ing the evening he kept staring at 
me and then giving me salutes with 
a grin, As he first raised his right 
hand his fist would be clenched, 
but about the time he got it to the 
level with his chin.he would open 
the fingers straight out until it 
was then a Nazi salute, not a Com- 
munist one. The whole gesture 
was done quickly. ‘Then the drunk- 
en man would laugh, drink some 
more beer and stare around the 
room. 

The pinched-faced man next to 
my German guide was a freight 
handler and he said he now got 25 
marks a week. We asked him how 
much he got under the republic, 
and he said 50 or 60 and that “then 
you could buy things with your 
money.” 

We looked around the room. 
“You won’t see a party button in 
this whole place,” said my German 
friend. 

“How many of them are sympa- 
thizers—how many would vote for 
Hitler in a free, secret election?” 

“Not 5 per cent here.” 

“But what are their politics?” 

“Keeping out of the hands of 
the police and making a living.” 

“But what do they think of Hit- 
ler’s alliance with Stalin?” 

“They think it’s great. It’s the 
one thing Hitler’s done that they 
like.” 

“Why?” 

“Because they say that when the 
so-and-so loses this war he has 
got into, then the Russians ‘will 
come in and help them! They’re 
all for the alliance.” 


Nazi Party Reaction. 


-What does the rank and file of 
the National Socialist party think 
of the Russian treaty? 

A partial answer to that was 
given at Munich last November, 
when an attempt was made to 
blow him up in the Munich beer 
hall. 

First you must look back at the 
early beginnings of the Nazi move- 
ment in Germany. It gained most 
of its recruits during the troubled 
early years of the last decade, 
when Germany was wallowing 
heavily in depression and unem- 
ployment. Its strident program 
and its promises to everybody at- 
tracted to its ranks Many tempo- 
rarily bewildered people, but many 
more permanently incompetent 
neurotic misfits—as every revolu- 
tionary movement does—who are 
constitutionally incapable of get- 
ting along under any regime but 
prefer to think that their failure 
is due to the particular one then 
in power, 

These misfits formed the bul- 
wark of the Brown Shirt street 
fighters. Of course the Nazi move- 
ment also attracted a number of 
bright and unscrupulous young 
men who watched it carefully, saw 
that, as conditions were then ‘in 
Germany, it was getting places and 
might. be doing things, and so, 
shrewdly, got in on the ground 
floor. 

But most of the actual street 
fighting and punch trading with 
Communists and liberals was done 
by the neurotic misfits, and, from 
the professional standpoint, it was 
well done. 

But after the Nazis were in pow- 
er, there was no place for them. 
Important elements in business, in- 
dustry and the army were now 
making their peace with the: new 
regime, thereby adding to. its 
strength and ensuring their own 
safety. 

Of course, a great many jobs 
were found for Brown Shirts. The 
pe rewards were staggering, 

any reasonably competent party 
member was paid off with some 
kind of position. far better than 
anything he could have hoped to 
get in fair competition.

Thérmometers Take ‘“‘Guess- 
work” Out of All Cooking 
- Methods Today.

“T guess the syrup forms & hard 
ball’ now,” the biggest girl at the 


taffy pull used to say. That was 
the Prue to take the pan off the 
fire and pour the candy out to cool. 
Then with buttered hands the 
crowd would pull the taffy. It was 
all a lot of fun, but only too often 
the candy never did get firm 
enough to cut into pieces — and 
sometimes it got hard before there 
was a chance to pull it. 

Today the girl who was never 
quite sure how the taffy would 
turn out is using a sugar-cookery 
thermometer that tells when the 
syrup is ready to take off the stove. 
Of course, when reading the ther- 
mometer, she makes sure that her 
eye is on the level of the fluid in 
the tube. And she makes sure that 
the bulb is well down in the center 
of the boiling syrup. But by using 
the thermometer, it’s possible to get 
her candy the same every time. 


Thermometers for candy making} 


are just one of the ways in which 
controlled temperature is now tak- 
ing the “guesswork” out of food 
preparation. Good cooks are com- 
ing to realize more and more that 
oven temperature will make the 
difference between the souffle that 
is perfect and the one that falls 
like a pricked balloon. Correct 
temperature is equally important 
for frying tender doughnuts—for 
roasting meat to just the right turn, 
for the best conditions for the ris- 
ing of bread dough, and even for 
the safe storage of foods that spoil 
easily. 
Avoids Waste. 

And to help the woman who 
wants to keep food at the right 
temperature and hold down waste 
from too much heat or too much 
cold, the modern kitchen is 
equipped with temperature measur- 
ing and regulating devices, 

Modern cookbooks suggest cook- 
ing by exact temperature in almost 
every recipe. For oven cookery, 
they have divided the temperature 
scale into several sections—each of 
which is suitable for certain foods. 

Egg dishes and other foods that 
have delicate proteins are baked at 
the lower end of the scale. For 
example, a very slow oven (225 to 
250 degrees) is used for baking 
fruit whips. A slow oven (250 to 
300 degrees) is used for sponge 
cake and custards. And a very 
moderate oven (300 to 325 degrees) 
is used for souffles and angel: food 
cake. 

A moderate oven (325 to 375 de- 
grees) is used for baking most 
cakes, and a. moderately hot oven 
(375 to 400 degrees) is right for 
most cookies. A hot oven (400 to 
450 degrees) is needed for rolls 
and muffins. But a very hot oven 
(450 to 500 degrees) is used only in 
special cases—such as the first step 
in baking popovers. 

Naturally, the lower tempera- 
tures are needed when the food is 
to caok slowly and to brown grad- 
ually, and the higher temperatures 
when it is to have a crisp crust. 
Food that is heavy with sugar or 
dried fruit also needs a lower tem- 
perature so the sugar will not 
scorch. 

It is also interesting to note that 
when a food is in the shape of a 
thick mass, it is cooked at a lower 
temperature than when it is spread 
out thin. For example, a large 
turkey or a good-sized capon is 
roasted at a lower temperature 
than a smaller bird—in order to 
cook light meat and dark meat 
through evenly without burning 
the skin. And for the same rea- 
son, a loaf cake is baked at a 
lower temperature than cup cakes. 

The oven thermometer and regu- 


 jlator are helpful in following ex- 


act temperaturés for baking. They 
offer a simple way to make sure 
that the oven is low enough to 
cook dishes made with eggs or 
other delicate proteins without 
toughening them. They also as- 
sure you that the oven is the right 
temperature to give a pan of rolls 
a crisp crust without burning the 
edges. In fact, these instruments 
serve as useful guides in baking 
most any food exactly right. 

The roast-meat thermometer is 
another device that helps the cook 
to turn out perfectly cooked meats. 
Inserted into the center of a ham, 


they are cooked, There are some 


potatoes, that keep best at room 
temperature. Others requife good 
refrigeration to prevent the growth 
of bacteria,

DIAGNOSIS: Karl had graduated 
from a good high school. He had made an average of 95 in 
mathematics and 97 in physics, though his grades were barely 
passing in Latin and French. As a double check, I gave him 
an intelligence test. His score thereon equaled my seniors at 
Northwestern, and proved him to be in the upper 1 per cent 
of mankind in his mental horsepower or mental] alertness. Karl 
was ceftainly not slow in his thinking. So I gave him some 
tests of muscular co-ordination and found that his speed of 
movements was also up to average. 

His slowness, therefore, was not due to inability to use his 
muscles at a fast rate. His trouble resolved itself, therefore, 
into lack of proper motivation and an entrenched habit of 
going only at a sluggish rate of speed. Karl admitted that he 
was the oldest of five children and rather introvertive. He 
withdrew from social contacts and lived to himself. Dreamers 
are notoriously slow in their movements. They get lost in their

MANY OF YOU readers can notice the difference between 
your oldest and the next child in the matter of speed in dress- 
ing. The oldest child tends to be an introvert and the next child 
the extrovert. From years of letting himself lumber along at 
a sluggish rate, Karl had developed a fixed speed of move- 
ment. As soon as he began dreaming, .herefore, his muscles re- 
verted to this established rate and he went along at a snail's 
pace. If a person has health, a normal intelligence and an 
average speed of muscular co-ordination, he cannot be slow 
as a result of inheritance. His slowness is based on day- 
dreaming with the development of a slow tempo of physical 
movements. 

Karl must prod himself.into a faster rate until ultimately 
the new habit of faster action will supplant the old. Then, 
when he daydreams, he'll level off at the faster pace. If he can 
be placed on a more exacting job which will demand more of his 
high intelligence, he’ll also be less likely to drift off into dreams.

Raymond P. Tipton Has Also Learned Russian and French:i in Same Manner.

AYMOND P. TIPTON used to 
play cafds, checkers and chess 
Sor pastime when off duty from 


his work as a clerk at the Weather _ 
Bureau. When he had come to be 


ranked among the best. three or 
four checker players in St. Louis 
and could win long distancé games, 
directing moves from memory out 
of sight of a board, and when he 


-had won games, of chess from a> 


national champion, games began to 


pall on Tipton. So he looked about 


for other forms of mental mescatani: 


and diversion. 

It had always rankled in Tipton’s 
memory that in his first year of 
high school—which incidentally was 
his last—he had flunked Latin. 

That early defeat by the Latin 
language and the vast literature in 
the Roman tongue denied to him 
was not to be endured by one of 


Tipton’s insatiable mental curiosi-_ 


ty. About five years ago he took 
up the study of Latin without a 
teacher. Soon he was able to qual- 
ify for a second year Latin class 
at Washington University. This 
study was interrupted when he 
was sent on Ohio flood duty. But 
he wasn’t sorry. He found he got 
on faster alone. Now he not only 
reads and writes but converses in 
the dead language with those rare 
persons who nowadays know it well 
enough. 

Tipton possesses, he believes, the 
best private library in the city of 
books printed in Latin. It includes 
medical works, church and medie- 
val Latin books and many modern 
books, Shakespeare, Arabian Nights, 
Robinson Crusoe, Treasure Island, 
some. novels and mystery stories 
Latin scholars have taken pains to 
translate into the ancient language. 
Naturally it includes all the clas- 
sics written originally in that 
tongue. 

And he has read every book he 
has added to‘his library, some of 
them many times. Favorites are 
the plays of Plautus and Terence, 
In them there is much dialogue 
to help him with conversational 
Latin which is his main objective 
in the study of the language. The 
Letters of Cicero and writings of 
Pliny, not more recent than 100 
A. D., he also enjoys. Nowadays, 
he says, he writes more Latin than 
he reads. He is a regular contrib- 
utor to Auxilium Latinum, a bi-

grammars in that language. Mean- 
while he picked up French in much 
the same self-taught way ‘until he 
placed himself under ,the tutelage 
of Capt. Charles Vical, former 
French army officer. Also he has 
acquired a working knowledge of 
both Spanish and German. 


But his thirst for knowledge is 
not confined to languages. People, 
it seems, are in the: habit of con- 
fusing the Weather Bureau with 
a general information bureau.

Tipton is enthusiastic about 
arousing an interest in the study 
of Latin. It is an infectious. en- 
thusiasm that has caught even his 
mother. A teacher in her younger 
days, she found shé could pick up 
the threads of long forgotten mem- 
ories and delighted both herself 
and her son when she could start 
with second year Latin. Now she 
joins him at the library table in 
contests of translation,

If that were true, only 
the lead of the king and small 
spade would effect a squeeze, On 
the latter play, West would have 
to let go his heart queen or un- 
guard the club suit. So declarer 
proceeded to this attack, and it 
blew up in his face! West calmly 
followed to the two rounds of 
spades, and East’s club stopper re- 
mained intact. Obviously, had the 
defenders discarded in such a way 
that declarer could have read their 
five card holdings he would have 
laid down the ace and king of 
clubs, which would have squeezed 
West between the high heart and 
the spade suit stopper.
